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JURIED SHOW OF 

REGIONAL CONTEMPORARY FIBER ART AT THE CMA 

CLEVELAND — Innovative fiber art will be the focus of the juried textile show Contained 
Spaces at the Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) now through Nov. 28, 1999. The exhibition, 
organized by the Textile Art Alliance, a CMA affiliate group, will feature nearly 30 pieces by 18 
artists who live within a 150-mile radius of Cleveland, including Mich, and Pa.. Works in the 
show will include weavings, tapestries, embroidery, and other two- and three-dimensional fiber 
media.

His commissioned pieces are displayed in corporate headquarters and public buildings throughout 
the United States. A frequent juror and curator of exhibitions, including the International 
Triennale of Tapestry, Knodel has lectured and published extensively and received numerous 
awards and grants. He will have a new work on display in the exhibition.
